1 haw  the  honour  to  submit  the  79lh  Annual  Report  ol  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  ihe  year  1953. 

In  |anuarv,  1952,  representations  were  made  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  under  Section  112  of  the  Local  (iovernment  Act,  1933,  that  the 
Borough  of  Jarrow  and  the  Urban  Districts  ol  Hebburn  and  Fuelling 
should  l)e  united  for  the  purposes  of  appointing  a Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  | arrow.  Hebburn  and  Felling  United  Districts  (Medical  Officer 
if  Health)  Order,  1952,  came  into  operation  on  1st  September,  1952,  and 
1 took  up  my  duties  on  1st  April,  1953. 

For  the  previous  live  years.  Dr.  Campbell  Lyons,  Medical  Officer  ot 
Health  lor  South  Shields  County  Borough,  acted  as  part-time  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Borough.  The  period  of  this  report  covers  the  last  three 
months  of  his  tenure  of  office  and  I desire  to  thank  him  for  his  help  and 
co-operation  when  1 succeeded  him. 

The  main  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  some  improvement  on 
those  of  1952  with  the  exception  of  the  infant  mortality  rate.  The  popu- 
lation, birth  rate  and  infant  mortality  rate  show  an  increase  from  last 
year,  while  the  still  birth  rate  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis  death  rate 
have  decreased.  The  factors  responsible  for  the  increase  in  infant 
mortality  were  the  low  rate  for  1952  and  the  increase  in  deaths  from 
prematurity  and  congenital  defects  in  1953.  Last  year's  figures  of  21.28 
infant  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  the  Borough,  but  this  Year’s  figure  shows  a rise  to  32.84.  However, 
this  figure  is  much  lower  than  the  average  figure  of  63.59  for  the  decade 
1941-1951. 

I lie  neo-natal  death  rate  was  24.6  per  1,000  live  births  compared 
with  12.41  for  1952.  This  year’s  still  birth  rate  shows  a drop  from  35.59 
per  1,000  total  births  to  30.25. 


I lie  general  death  rale  ol  12.41  per  1,000  population  is  slightly 
higher  than  in  1952.  There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year  but 
no  deaths  occurred  Irom  the  common  infectious  diseases. 

The  estimated  population  of  28,930  is  230  more  than  last  year,  and 
the  natural  increase,  excess  ol  births  over  deaths,  was  250.  The  live 
birth  rate  was  21.05  per  1,000  population  as  against  19.65  lor  the 
previous  vear. 

1 lie  total  number  ol  notifications  ol  inlectious  diseases  received  in 
1953  was  413  compared  with  1,106  in  1952  The  most  prevalent  notifi- 
able disease  was  whooping  cough  with  most  of  the  cases  occurring  in 
the  lirsi  part  ol  the  year.  The  incidence  rate  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
remained  about  the  same  being  3.18  per  1,000  population  as  compared 
with  3.07  in  1952. 

Iniective  hepatitis  made  its  appearance  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year.  It  is  a virus  disease  exhibiting  many  of  the  problems  of  prevention 
seen  in  that  other  virus  disease,  poliomyelitis,  which  has  become  pre- 
valent in  this  country  of  recent  years.  The  most  useful  preventive 
measure  at  the  moment  is  scrupulous  personal  cleanliness,  as  the  disease 
may  be  spread  by  bowel  contamination. 

There  was  no  outstanding  health  episode  during  the  year,  and  the 
level  of  general  health  in  the  community  has  been  up  to  the  standard  of 
previous  years. 

1 desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Committees,  officials  of  the  Borough,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  understanding  and  co-operation  since  my  appointment.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

The  Borough  ol  | arrow  is  routyhlv  rectangular  in  shape.  1 he  East 
and  West  boundaries  are  contiguous  with  those  ol  South  Shields  County 
Borough  and  Hebburn  I'rban  District  respectively,  while  the  Newcastle- 
Sunderland  Railway  line  delineates  Jarrow  from  Boldon  I’rban  District. 

The  River  T\ne  forms  the  northern  boundary.  This  waterfront  is 
about  2 miles  loncf  and  contains  a lar^'e  steel  works,  ship  building  and 
repair  \ards  and  an  oil  wharl.  The  eastern  end  is  lormed  bv  the  (arrow 
Slake  where  timber  yards  occupy  150  acres.  A vehicular  lerrv  and 
pedestrian  tunnel  link  Jarrow  with  W’allsend.  future  development 
envisages  a lar^'e  vehicular  tunnel  linking  Durham  C'ount\  with  North- 
umberland, near  this  pedestrian  tunnel. 

1 he  northern  third  ol  the  Borough  between  the  River  and  the  New- 
castle-South Shields  Electric  Railway,  is  the  most  congested  part  of  the 
town  and  many  ol  the  houses  are  at  least  80  vears  old. 

I he  houses  adjoining  the  riverside  works  are  sub-standard  and  are 
beinef  considered  lor  slum  < learance.  Because  of  shortage  of  land  for 
re-housing;'  in  the  Borough,  much  ol  this  area  wall  need  to  be  clean'd  and 
re-developed. 

The  h ousrs  in  the  remaining'  two-thirds  ol  the  Borough  have  been 
built  in  this  ( enturv.  I he  population  densilv  and  house  densitv  of  this 
area  is  approximate!)  about  half  that  of  the  northern  third  ol  the 
B<  trough.

Alter  visitation,  arrangements  were  made  lor  two  chronic  sick 
persons  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

(4)  REFUSE  REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL. 

l be  Borough  Surveyor  has  kindly  given  the  following  lacts  about 
these  services  which  are  under  his  control:  — 

Refuse  Collection. — Three  vehicles  full-time,  and  two  part-time, 
collect  about  9,000  bins  weekly  plus  shop  and  other  refuse.  Disposal  is 
by  controlled  tipping. 

Street  Cleansing. — This  is  done  by  one  mechanical  sweeper  (pur- 
chased September,  1953)  and  nine  manual  sweepers  (previously  seventeen 
manual  sweepers). 

Frequency  of  sweeping:  Daily  12%,  Alternate  days  17%,  Twice 
weeklv  IS'  . Weckh  53%. 

! here  are  40  miles  of  street  cleansed,  and  the  weekly  mileage  swept 


totals  89  miles.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  decreased  from  1,106  last 
year  to  413.  Ih  e incidence  in  whooping  cough  and  measles  showed  the 
largest  decrease.  The  notified  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
remained  constant,  being  82  as  compared  with  79  in  the  previous  vear. 

Increases  which  occurred  on  the  annual  figures  for  1952  were 
Pneumonia  (14),  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (5),  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (2), 
Dysentery  (4),  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (3),  and  Non  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis (1). 

Decreases  occurred  in  the  notification  of  the  following  diseases 
Scarlet  Fever  (20),  Frvsipelas  (1),  Measles  (560),  Whooping  Cough  (144). 

1.  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  8.  One  case  was 
admitted  to  hospital.  The  disease  continues  to  be  mild  and  there  were 
no  deaths. 

2.  Erysipelas. 

One  case  of  this  streptococcal  infection  occurred  in  1953. 

3.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Five  of  the  six  cases  notified  occurred  in  hospital  practice.  The 
following  table  gives  the  cases  notified  in  rhe  Borough  for  the  last  1 0

7.  Measles. 

Cases  of  measles  fell  from  <52(S  in  1952  to  39  in  1953.  I lie  highest 
incidence  was  in  age  group  4 5 years. 

8 Whooping  Cough. 

Notifications  totalled  le-s  than  half  of  the  total  of  281  for  1952,  and 
285  for  1951.  1 08  c ases  were  in  pre-ehool  children.  There  were  no  deaths 
I rom  t his  disease. 

9.  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  rases  were  notified  Both  were  mild  but  each  had  some  degree 
of  paralysis.  Both  had  resumed  their  school  activities  within  live  months. 

10.  Dysentery. 

The  four  cases  notified  were  members  ol  one  family.  The  mother 
of  this  voting  family  had  been  resident  in  India  fora  number  of  years  and 
had  suffered  from  dysentery.  The  mother  and  three  ol  the  children  were 
infected  with  salmonella  organisms.  The  mother  required  four  months 
of  treatment  while  the  children  were  clear  between  two  weeks  and  three 
months 

11  Tuberculosis. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  92,  pul- 
monary 82  and  non-pulmonarv  10.  This  represents  an  increase  of  3 on 
the  notifications  received  in  1952,  and  an  incidence  rate  of  3.18  per  1,000 
population  as  compared  with  3.07  in  1952. 

The  age  group  of  greatest  incidence  in  females  was  between  15  and 
35  years,  and  in  males  26  of  the  44  cases  notified  were  between  the  ages 
of  15  and  45  years. 

1 he  table  shows  the  incidence  of  new  cases  and  of  deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis over  t he  last  20  years.  Ol  latter  vears  the  number  ol  deaths  has 
decreased  but  the  number  ol  cases  notified  has  remained  constant.  Since 
1946  when  streptomycin  became  available,  many  cases  have  benefited 
I rom  the  drug  but  have  not  been  cured.  This  is  reflected  in  the  fall  in  the 
death  rate.  1 he  table  shows  that  there  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  ol  new  cases,  probobly  attributed  to  the  mass  \-rav  and  newer 
case  finding  methods.  Undoubtedly,  modern  drugs  afford  better  chances 
ol  ultimate  cure  lor  early  cases.  On  the  debit  side,  newer  methods  of 
treatment  have  effected  partial  cure  in  some  cases,  and  this  infective  pool 
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<>l  rases  in  hr  community  is  probably  larger  than  in  the  days  before 
modern  chemotherapy  Because  ol  their  potential  infection  they  have  a 
greater  responsibility  to  their  families,  friends,  neighbours  and  the  com- 
munity. 

In  days  gone  by  there  was  a certain  stigma  attached  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  I'oday,  however,  public  opinion  is  more  enlightened  and 
one  must  stress  that  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  primarily  an  infectious 
disease  that  differs  from  other  prevalent  infectious  diseases  only  in  its 
spei'ial  social  problems,  due  to  the  length  of  time  required  for  ultimate 
cure.  One  hop  s that  in  time  this  disease  will  be  cured  with  newer  drugs 
and  domiciliary  rest,  as  other  infections  are  at  present. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  1951  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
ol  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which  prohibits  persons  suffering 
from  respiratory  tuberculosis  Irom  employment  in  dairy  premises.  The 
Public  Health  \ct,  1936,  Section  278,  provides  for  compensation  to  be 
paid  in  certain  circumstances.

In  \pril  of  this  u'ar  the  Health  Department  became  aware  that  a 
chilil  a^ed  two  vears  hail  died  in  hospital  from  inlective  hepatitis. 
Medical  practitioners  were  asked  to  let  the  Medical  Officer  ol  Health 
know  of  am  cases  occurring  in  their  private  practice. 

Sixteen  cases  were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  between  the 
months  ol  \pril  and  October.  \ number  of  other  cases  with  transient 
jaundice  or  mild  symptoms,  who  had  not  attended  their  own  doctors, 
were  discovered.  file  peak  period  ol  notification  was  the  month  of 
September  when  six  cases  were  notified. 

I'hcn  were  multiple  eases  in  two  ol  the  Iambics.  In  one,  two  child- 
ren were  infected  about  the  same  time,  but  in  the  other,  the  interval 
between  the  eases  was  nine  weeks. 

I he  longest  period  between  the  onset  of  initial  symptoms  and  of 
jaundice  was  seven  days.  The  shortest  was  one  dav.  The  period  of 
jaundice  lasted  between  one  and  ten  days.  Thirteen  cases  had  a vcr\ 
mild  decree  of  jaundice  and  three  children  had  severe  jaundice.

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

The  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Infected  Area)  Special  Order. 

No.  1.  1953. 

The  Borough  ol  Jarrow  was  included  in  the  Infected  Area  declared 
under  the  above  Order  which  came  into  operation  on  7th  January,  1953. 
1'he  farms  and  stock-keepers  premises  were  visited  and  instructions  given 
regarding  the  requirements  of  licences  for  the  movement  of  animals. 

The  hoot  and  Mouth  Disease  (Infected  Areas)  Special  Order  No.  3 
1953,  made  on  16th  |anuary,  1953,  contracted  the  above  infected  Area 
and  the  Borough  of  farrow  was  excluded  from  the  Area. 

Following  a second  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  in  the 
Infected  Area,  around  Crawcrook,  Co.  Durham,  the*  Foot  and  Mouth 
Diseas'  (Inlecled  Area)  Special  Order  No.  5,  1953,  was  made  on  the  22nd 
Januarv,  1953,  which  revoked  Orders  Nos  1 and  3 above,  and  the 
Borough  of  Jarrow  was  again  in  the  Infected  Area. 

I wo  licences  were  issued  for  movement  of  stock  for  “Breeding 
Purposes”.

W bile  the  Borough  o!  Jarrow  was  under  the  restrictions  of  this 
Order,  two  lat  cattle  and  twenty  pigs  were  moved  out  of  the  Borough 
under  Licences  in  accordance  with  this  Order.

Tuberculosis  Orders,  1938-1946. 

Following  the  removal  of  a cow  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  the 
necessary  disinfection  was  carried  out  in  the  byres  at  the  West  Farm, 
and  the  Fast  Farm,  Monkton. 

Form  A was  served  on  the  owner  of  a cow  at  Hed worth  Farm, 
Hedworth  On  veterinary  examination,  the  cow  was  found  not  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  Form  A was  withdrawn.

The  Psittacosis  or  Ornthosis  Order,  1953. 

I'his  Order  extends  the  definition  of  the  expression  ‘disease’  for  the 
purposes  ol  the  Diseases  ol  Animals  Act,  1950,  to  include  the  disease 
known  as  ‘psittacosis’  or  ‘ornithosis’.  The  Order  also  provides  for  the 
detention  and  isolation  of  birds  effected  or  suspected  of  being  effected, 
with  this  disease,  and  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  premises  and 
utensils  used  for  such  birds. 

There  was  no  case  or  suspected  case  in  the  Borough. 

The  Parrots  and  Miscellaneous  Birds  (Prohibition  of  Importation) 

Order  of  1953,

The  Shops  Act,  1950,  consolidates  previous  legislation  concerning 
the  conduct  of  shops  and  conditions  of  employment  of  persons  working 
in  or  about  the  premises. 

All  local  Orders  made  by  the  Council  continue  in  force. 

There  were  no  extensions  of  hours  during  the  Christmas  period. 

Many  shops  are  closing  before  the  statutory  closing  hours.  There 
have  been  no  prosecutions  during  the  year.
